The United States has proposed to Russia that 
the two countries negotiate a joint embargo on arms 
shipments to the Middle East, but there are no imme- 
diate indications when, or if, the Russians will re- 


spond to the U.S. proposal. 


The embargo” appeal was 
made ‘by State Secretary 
William Rogers during a one- 
hour meeting at the state 
department Wednesday with 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin, U.S. officials said. 

The. new move by Washing- 
ton-foHowed closely President 
Nixon’s. decision to refuse for 
the time being. Israel's _re- 
quest to buy about 125 more 
warplanes from the United 
States. 

CROSS CANAL 

On the, war front today, 
Israeli jets attacked Egyptian 
artillery positions, anti-air- 
craft batteries and «other 
military targets in the Suez 
canal and Gulf of Suez area 
for, more than four hours, a 
military spokesman 
announced, 

In Cairo, the Egyptian 
military command said Egyp- 
tian troops crossed the carial 
today and destroyed three 
Israeli armored cars, killing 
about 15 Israelis. : 

Meanwhile in Lebanon, 
Arab guerillas and Falangists, 
a Lebanese right-wing politi- 


cal group, fought “a battle 
with rockets and machine- 
guns in Beirut today, third 
day of the internal crisis. 

The latest clash was one of 
a series in the last two days 
which have left 17 dead and 
more than 30 wounded. 


WANTS REVENGE 


Heavy miachine-gune fire 
and explosions were heard 
from the maze of twisting, 
narrow alleys teading from 
the camp to the party office. 
An uneasy ceasefire followed. 

Earlier today, thousands of 
Palestine mourners marched 
through Beirut screaming to 
avenge 10 Arab guerrillas 
slain in a gun fight with 
Lebanese villagers. 

The men were killed in gun 
battles Wednesday at the 
mountain village of Kahhala, 
about 10 miles east of Beirut, 
where armed right-wing 
groups ' twice ambushed a 
commando funeral cortege. 

After the ambush, the com- 
mando organizatjons issued a 
joint statement’ saying the 
seven dead were victims of 
“treachery and treason." 


FEDERAL STUDY WARNS 


Heat's On for Great Lakes 


By KEN KELLY _ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Heat 
‘pollution of the Great Lakes 
will soar.in the next 30 years, 
sharply spurred by new 
nuclear and other electric 
generating plants, says a 
study made public today by 
the federal government. 


The study estimates that 
man-made heat discharge will 
be 11 times greater than at 
present. 


Besides electric generating 
stations, mainly nuclear 
powered, the study identifies 
other, major sources as iron 
and steel plants and muni- 
cipal sewage discharge 
systems, 


It notes that if current 
trends. continue ‘to the year 
2000, electric “energy will 
account for between 36 and 48 
per cent: of total energy 
consumed in the lakes region. 
It- now is. between 15 and 20 
per cent. 

The report by special con- 
sultants- has prompted the 
federal government to com- 
mission special studies of the 
environmental implications of 
the heat pollution rise. 
FACED WITH CHALLENGE 

Energy Minister J. J. 
Greene simultaneously re- 
leased a statement saying the 
findings challenge Canada. to 
develop techniques for using 
waste heat from power and 
industrial plants— and miuni- 
cipal waste treatment facili-

The study was done for the 
government by H. G,—Aeres 
Ltd., a Canadian consulting 
group commissioned to assess 
the- magnitude of projected 
heat pollution and determine 
whether further research is 
needed into its possible 
effects. 

The study says there are 
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potential problems that re- 
quire research to ensure that 
serious temperature and eco- 
logicieal effects are avoided.

PAHUTE MESA, Nev. 
— A hydrogen bomb 
jolted the western United 
States with the force of 
a million tons of TNT 
today as scientists suc- 
cessfully triggered one of 
the largest underground 
tests in history. 


The thermonuclear de- 


. vice was believed to be a 


warhead for a semiorbi- 
tal antimissile missile 
system. Its exact nature 
was classified. 


The earth bulged skyward 
15 feet and a dust cloud rose 
into the clear desert sky at 
ground zero, The explosion 
unleashed more than 50 times 
the force of the atomic bombs 


dropped on Japan during the 
Second World War. 


Some 4,000 feet below the 
top of this remote mesa on 
the Nevada test site the 
hydrogen blast vaporized tons 
of voleanic rock. A 700-foot 
diameter cavern, large 
enough to hold Hoover Dam, 
was carved beneath the 7,000- 
foot elevation plateau within a 
split second.

WASHINGTON (AP). — A 
U.S. government analyst is 
compiling an unofficial report 
concluding what’ many men 
already believe—whatever 
ails them can be blamed on 
women. 

‘T have tracked down 
reports, “for instance, that 
schizophrenia, paranoia, 
suicide, alcoholism, cancer, 
arthritis, sterility all result 
from female dominance of the 
family,’’ .says Dr. Phon E. 
Hudkins, a labor department 
lawyer and economist in the 
Manpower administration. 

The name is real. 


. “It can't be,” said a labor 
department official, also un- 


’ officially. 
Hudkins, -whose report is 


compiled mainly of writings 
by well-known psychiatrists, 
lawyers, anthropologists, 
sociologists and other experts, 
is serious about ‘his. » con- 
clusions. 

But the labor department 


isn't about to touch. the report * 


with a 10-foot pole. 

“He ought to be fired,” 
shuddered another official— 
also unofficially—anticipating 
a flood of protests from 
feminists, ; 

“That's one war you can't 
win,” he said. 

But Hudkins goes right on 
with his documentation that 
most of the ills of man are 
the fault of women.

SANTO DOMINGO — The 
Dominican government 
handed over 20 detainees to 
the Mexican embassy in 
return for “the liberty of 
kidnapped United States air 
attache Donald J. Crowley. 

Crowley was not immedi- 


~-ately freed but the handover 


of the political prisoners was 
the first stage in a compli- 
cated exchange agreement. 

Earlier the chancellor of 
the University iof Santo 
Domingo said Crowley would 
be released at 3 p.m. 

Dr. Rafael Kasse Acta told 
reporters the political prison- 
ers would leave for Mexico 
aboard an unspecified airline 
plane at the same time. 

In Buenos Aires an Argen- 
tinian judge said today that 
one’ of two terrorists de- 
manded as ransom for kid- 
napped Paraguayan consul 
Joaquin Waldemar Sanchez 
does not want to be released. 

A statement by federal 
dudge—Jorge Luque quoted 
Carlos Dellanave, 20, who is 
being tried for possession of 
explosives, unlawful associa- 
tion and conspiracy for rebel- 
lion, as saying he wants to 
stand trial here. 

The statement came hours

Frobisher Bay Key 
To Arctic De velopment 


By ROBERT H. EASTBROOK 


FROBISHER BAY An 
eight-storey apartment build- 
ing, replete with elevators, 
overlooks the frozen inlet. 
Adjoining it, a 49-room hotel 
also is nearing completion. 

What makes these symbols 
of civilization unusual is. that 


they are located on’ Baffin 
Island in Canada’s Northwest 
Territories, once thought to 


be among the most forbidding 
regions on earth for human 
habitation, 

Now some 2,100 persons 
1,300’ Eskimos and about 800 
outsiders, live at least tem- 
porarily in Frobisher, Bay. A 
complex: of offices, housing, 
school, churches, stores, radio 
station and movie theatres 
has grown up around them. 

The basic reason for the 
town's location in this spot ss 
the existence of a 9,000-foot 
airstrip left. by the United 
States Strategic Air Com- 
mand (SAC) when it left the 
base in 1963. 

Although sea ‘transport is 
possible from early July until 
late October, harbor facilities 
are not particularly good. 
There is a 34-foot tide, and 
except for oil which is piped 
ashore - directly, all cargoes 
including heavy equipment 
must be landed with barges. 

But - the airport - makes 
possible a constant succession 
of flights serving ‘the new oil 
and mineral developments in 
the Arctic. 

* 

Frobisher Bay, 1,250 miles 
northeast of Montreal, is an 
important stop en route to 
more remote points such as 
Resolute Bay, in addition to 
serving as the administrative 
centre for the eastern Arctic. 


Now, while ice hummocks 
rim the. snow-covered Koo- 
jesse Inlet on which — the 
harbor is situated, as many 


as 20 jet freight 
week fly-in everything from 
food to furniture. 

Still, prices are high, and 
there are charges—of—profit- 
eering. Gasoline is only 49 
cents a:gallon; but fresh milk 
is 85 cents a quart and bread 
85 cents a loaf.

Present 
temperature 6 below zero. 
Quite a pleasant day; really.” 

It's just that awareness_of 
the climate, like the perma- 
frost, is never very far away. 
A foot below the surface, the 
ground remains permanently 
frozen. 

Automobile. engines are left 
running on’ errands, partly to 
keep heaters warm but partly 


to avoid troubles in. starting. | 


Most are heated 
garages. 

The exception is the ubiqui- 
tous snowmobile which, with 
its air-cooled engine and light 
oil, seems to crank up in any 
weather.

Certainly he gave months of warn- 
ing that thé"White paper was to be 
issued, and months of discussion 
“time have followed its publication. 
But, after a very slow and cautious 
start; the-public debate on the white 
“paper has-in-some~cases-reached-@ 
pitch which threatens to devalue the 
benefits of public argument — and 
this may have been unforeseen by 
«Mr. Benson, : : 
Too many opinions have hard- 


ened- into the-extremes of “all the_ 


white paper” and “none of the white 

~paper;”*-when- obviously the-reward- 
ing course is to review the various 
features on their individual merits 
and give the finance minister a 
reasoned national consensus on what 
is “acceptable to the people and 
what is not. 

As a practical tree growing from 
the philosophical stump of the 
Carter Report, Mr. Benson’s white 
paper carries heavy. social implica- 
tions along with its money-raising 
provisions. The broadened base for 
taxation, the shifting of incidence 
from the lowest income, categories; 
the trends in property ownership, 
small business versus large, equal- 
ization. of shares in the national 
wealth—these and other concepts 
have much greater implications ‘ 
than the mere raising of revenue. 

To the extent that this applies, 
the controversy is all the more heat- 
ed in support and in opposition. The 
whole procedure has been an experi- 
ment in participatory democracy— 
an attempt to present certain pro- 
posals and see how the people as a 
whole accept them. It ‘vill be a 
shame if too many intemperate and 
exaggerated postures indicate that 
the public is not ready for the rea- 

_ son-and understanding that are nec- 
essary for this type of governance.

Mr. Benson, in acknowledging 
some shortcomings in his proposals, 
invites alternative suggestions. 
These have been coming from many 
sections of the country, and it is 
gratifying that on average they 
show a spirit of fairness and reason- 
ableness that speaks well for the Ca- 
nadian temperament. 

_ Capital gains taxation, new to 
most Canadians, has been widely ac- 
cepted-in~prineiple;-but-an- onerous - 
application in a country still intent 
on encouraging domestic investment 
and Canadian ownership of resourc- 
es and plants should be avoided. In 
particular, Mr. Benson has recog- 


_nized that his plan for a five-year _ 


revaluation of capital gains contains

a workable alternative. Certainly 
any system that forced owners to 
sell part of their share holdings to 
pay a tax every five years, particu- 
larly if this invited new foreign con- 
trot, would not be acceptable. Like- 
wise, the imposition of a capital 
gains tax on personal property such 
as homes and farms presents dif- 
ficulties in operation and objections 
in principle. 

The case of the small business- 
man, threatened with a sharply in- 
creased tax on the first $35,000 of 
annual profits, also calls for serious 
study. If Mr. Benson stays with this 
propoal, then some other way, as he 
suggests, should be found to permit 
small business operations to retain 
adequate operating capital. 

These are among the controver- 
sial aspects of the white paper. Mr. 
Benson cannot, at any rate, claim 
that he has not been fully informed 
on the country-wide. reception of his 
plans. Having given the public a 
good opportunity to express its opin- 
ions—and no doubt there will be 
more to come—he should. be con- 
cerné@ to give'them consideration in 
formulating the final taxation bill. 
He has asked what the people think, 
and he should be guided by their 
reasonable suggestions.

AMILLE Samson is the new mame 

to watch in Quebec’s frenetic poli- 
tics. A 35-year-old car,dealer from the 
mining city of Rouyn in a largely 
wilderness area of § 
northwestern Quebec, 
he was’ elected on 
Sunday as head of 
the newly-formed 
provincial branch of 
the Ralliement des 
Creditistes. He could 
well become a force 
of sorts here, beyond 
what can be antici- 
pated on the basis of 
available evidence. caus 
He could even hold the balance of power 
after the April 29 provincial election. 

Mr. Samson’s name is little known 
even inside Quebec and his party is 
little known outside Quebec—except that 
it- is significantly represented by 14 
members of the federal parliament in 
Ottawa, led by the magnetic Real Caou- 
ette — who is also a car dealer from 
Rouyn. . 

In mid-March, when Premier Jean- 
Jacques Bertrand called the election, the 
sole Creditiste member of the National 
Assembly, Dr. Gaston Tremblay, pre- 
dicted with assurance that the_party 
would choose. ag its provincial leader a 
man “prestigious In politics.” This can 
hardly be said of Mr. Samson, whose 
mame had scarcely ever graced the 
pages of Quebec newspapers until] Te 
cently. 

The only prestigious figure the 
Creditistes have is Mr. Caouette himself, 
who was unwilling to give up his secure 
position at Ottawa to risk appearing on 
the. provincial political scene as a 
newcomer. If he had so condescended, 
the importance of the Creditiste role in

the election would be assured, Now, it is 


only an unpredictable possibility — but’ 


still very much a possibility. 

Mr. Caouette did not help anything by 
his own ludicrous political manoeuvring 
at the Sunday leadership convention. He 
put in his appearance in a-way that 
inadvertently led his wildly happy 
supporters into believing he “was sub- 
mitting himself to a draft. But he had 
never intended to allow himself to be 
drafted except after his party had 
already won a majority in the Assembly. 
He turned out to be present only to 
promote his own choice for the pro- 
vincial leadership, one Yvon Dupuis, a 
singularly unwanted man, mention of 
whose name almost demoralized the 
convention on the spot. 

Mr. Dupuis, once a federal Liberal 
cabinet minister and now moderator of a 
Montreal. “hot line’ radio program, 
never even got on the ballot. The 
candidates finally defeated by — Mr. 
Samson, who won 815 out of 1,035 votes, 
were Bernard Dumont, a federal MP, 
and Rene Lindsay, totally unknown. 


Rural Appeal 


It was not a very inspiring show, but 
Mr. Samson, who is not without respect 
in party circles, has going for him a 
solid party organization and a great deal 
of discontent among Quebec voters. 
Creditiste militants are highly dedicated 
and will do campaign work without pay. 
The party is almost worshipped in the 14 
ridings which it represents federally, and 
these areas alone are equal to at least 30 
seats in the provincial Assembly. 

The lure of the Creditistes in Quebec 
is difficult to describe. Its spokesmen 
spout assorted varieties of Social Credit 
monetary theory, but its appeal is

The Creditiste line could prove quite 
teHing in at least some parts of the 
province, although the belief in National 
Union financial incompetence will benefit 
the Liberals in the under-represented 
urban areas. ‘ 

Given the little time available for 
candidate selection and campaign organ- 
ization, there is scarcely any chance of 
Mr. Samson becoming the next premier 
of Quebec. But there is at least a chance 
of his being able to say who does.

As 
many of us know only too well most 
have to leave Victoria to find employ- 
ment. Industry provides a very large 
portion of the jobs and with it the 
challenge that goés along with pro- 
ductivity and——creativeness. and the 
appeal for our young. We could have this 
industry, but let us come back to this 
later. First, take a look at the Service 
and Tourist industries. is 

Service Industry: Probably no other 
community in North America is s0 ovér- 
supplied with retail stores and other 
types of service industry as Greater 
Victoria. Most of the giants that you find 
in Canada’s largest cities, as well as 
from the U.S.A., are crowded in here. 

Tourist Industry: Let's not lose our 
head over this one, Its nice cream for 
the, pie during the vacation months and 
probably some further conventions may. 
be attracted here in the off-season with 
some better convention facilities, but 
remember this is an on-and-off business 
subject to. the quirks of stock markets, 
the U.S. economy and to some degree 
“White Papers.” The potential for steady 
employment is poor. 

Secondary industry holds greatest 
potential:'-A friend of mine who was 
active in industrial development work 
here for many years has a convincing 
story. Victoria should count its industrial 
blessings, he says. Unlike industrial: 
Eastern Canada, we have good ports that 
are open the year around, which 
eliminates stockpiling and facilitates 
shipping.

We are surrounded with raw products 
and abundantly supplied by our primary 
industries. Adequate electric power, 
easily heated plants and cheaper plant 
construction costs due to material supply 
and milder climate. Adequate good 
water supply, on the: great . Pacific 
trading rim, nice living, working and 
recreational conditions. 

Why then has- secondary industry 
failed so far? Here is the shocker! Says 
my friend, it’s labor and labor leader- 
ship. Whether Victoria's working non- 
professionals are more gullible or just 
bad at hindsight, it appears that they 
have been led to their doom by asking 
for too much and ending up with noth- 
ing... 

Here are some of his ¢xamples: 


V.M.D. was a low-overhead plant, but 
closed when the wages paid became the 
highest in the world and the men and 
their leaders wére asking for more. This 
plant could be operating today if the men 
had been sensible and worked for the 
competitive wages that many were 
happy to get when they left Victoria. 

I am told the same thing happened to 
a Victoria furniture’ factory with a staff 
of 80, a biscuit factory, a shingle plant, a 
boat works, some fabricating operations,, 


an upholstering plant, a sheet met 
works and several others. 
* * * . 


Kiss of death: Another friend that 
was at one time prepared to~risk his 
capital in secondary industry. said, 
“Uniess it ‘is a highly sophisticated 
industry that needs little or no staff you 
are licked. Just as soon as you show 
some slight signs of success in moves a 
union leader and that is the beginning of ~ 
the end. You may as well stop right 
there. You can manufacture here if your 
wages are competitive with other 
Canadian wages and not equal to or 


more than the U.S.A., but you cannot. | 


support any more.’ My friend went on to 
point. out that most finished products 
represented 60-per cent for labor so it 
was fundamental that the price for labor 
had to be competitive. 

A thriving secondary industry: I am 
convineed that we could have had @ 
thriving secondary industry‘on Southern 
Vancouver Island with our young people 
happily working and earning compett- 
tive wages here, Labor © 1 may 
have temporarily priced our secondary 
industry out of existenee, but surely ® 
little hindsight and a goodly proportion 
of foresight can bring back secondary. 
industry and jobs at sensible . competi- 
tive wages—certainly let's not give the 
people in the service job area the same 
poor guidance and treatment. 

Black Days: Personally I couldn't 
care less if ‘there are black days ahead 
for the organizer in Victoria” as Scott's 
article stated. What I am concerned 
about is good. sénsible challenging 
employment for the working force. If we 
get back to paying more for advance-

job, then we might get somewhere and

Inside, the Schoolboy

HOBBEMA, Alta.—“I hate 


going there,” she said and the ~ 


word hate seemed strange and 
out of place coming from her. 

Shirley Wolfe is a tall, willowy, 
shy. 16-year-old whose long ebony 
haip-hyng like an oval frame around 
her face as she sat in her father’s 
black leather easy chair, looking at 
the floor. 

She is an Indian—one of about 220 
Indian children who go from the 
Hobbema Reserve, 50 miles south of 
Edmonton, to integrated white 
schools in neighboring towns, Ed- 
monton or other centres. 

About 900 Indian children go to a 
school.on the reserve but each year 
about 50 leave it for integrated white 
schools; to take their education 
beyond Grade 9, 


Two-thirds of them become Grop- 
outs. 

“T hate going there—I just don't 
like. it,” -Miss- Wolfe said as she 
talked about the integrated school 
she attends in nearby Ponoka. It 
wasn’t the teachers, she added, but 
the students. 

“As: goon as you're done with 
classes, they~don't bother with you 
any more," she said. 

But it is~-1more—than — that: 
Sometimes it's the little things. Like 
the white boy who made a practice 
of taunting her almost to tears by 
calling her a savage.

Jeannette, 18, ‘walked. past an 
elementary school in-the town, some 
of the white children would stop 
playing and cal] them squaws.... .

‘| Believe in Education’ 


Mrs. Wolfe, a mother of 10, 

_walked into the room where her two 

daughters were talking to the white 
reporter. 

“That one,"” she said, indicating 
Shirley, ‘wanted to change schools 
and go to Edmonton but we didn't 
want ‘her -to have to leave home. We 
figure she is getting a good education 
in Ponoka. I believe in education.” 

Chief Maurice Wolfe, the girls’ 
father, a youthful looking 40-year-old 


who regularly takes four of his sons 
to Ponoka for judo lessons, says. he 
doesn't run into very much dis- 
crirhination. 

“T run into it once in a while but I 
don’t let it get to me. It doesn’t*do 
any good. It’s like it never happened. 
This is what I try to tell the kids,” 
he said. 

Statistics compiled by the Indian 
Association of Alberta show that 97 
per cent. of the Indian children in 
Canada who enter Grade 1 do not 
reach Grade 12. Among the non- 
Indian population of Canada, only 12 
per cent fail to go that far. 

Why? 

“One of the very serious deter- 
rents to Indian children getting a 
complete education in this modern 
world is ‘the fact that the Indian 
pupils too frequently face various 
kinds of discrimination during their 
educational careers,” Harold Car- 
dinal, president of the association, 
told the Alberta Legislature’s stand- 


_ ing committee on public affairs, 


agriculture and education. 


Strapped for Mistakes 


He suggested that school boards 
and their teaching staff be liable to 
prosecution-where-they discriminate 


against Indian students. 


In Lac La Biche, 140 miles north 
of Edmonton, some Metis parents sit 
around a table talking about school 
and their children. 

They complain that children are 
strapped for, being wrong in their 
work. One mother said her son was 
strapped for being slow. 

“He’s smart enough but ‘he’s slow 


“even at home. That's the way he is,”’ 


she said. 

One- teacher, a mother said, 
looked into a girl’s lunchpail at ‘some 
sandwiches _ containing meat paste 
and asked the child: ‘‘What are you 
bringing to school—dog food?"—* 

The mothers complained that the 
Metis children are often called 
welfare babies—but even an attempt 
to dress up a child can backfire. 

They told of one girl whose 
mother went all out to provide her 
with new clothes. She was asked by 


the teacher, in front of other 
children; ‘‘Where did you get clothes 
like that? Isn't your father on 
welfare?” 


“There are a lot of middle-class 


snobs whose approach is middle- 
class and who look upon poverty as 
sin,’ said Jack Shields, executive 
director of Alberta New Start Inc. 
and a former teacher and principal 


’ who has been involved with native 


students. po 
There are two types of prejudice, 
he said..- 


More Dangerous in Class 


“The first is where someone says 
‘No, 1 won’t hire you because you’re 
Indian’. Well, at least the Indian can 
react to that and tell him where to 
stick his job. 

“But the second that you some- 
times find in the classroom is more 
dangerous,” he said. It occurs when 
a teacher looks at a child and thinks 
“You're not capable—I can’t expect 
you to be in the top 20—there’s not 
much use trying. So as long as you 
come regularly and sit in your seat

person is a Metis or Indian he can't 
be expected to be a regular worker, 
be reliable or’ produce like his white 
co-worker, Mr. Shields said. They 
start off expecting to make allow- 
ances for this behavior. 

“If you expect certain behavior 
froma person, you’re likely to get 
it,” he said. One of the most 
successful classes in New Start, a 
retraining program, was a welding 
class taught by two men from 
private industry. Mr. Shields said 
they expected everyone to produce 
and made exceptions for no one. 

Mr. Cardinal, citing cases of 
discrimination to the standing com- 
mittee of the Legislature, told of a 
Grade 9 Indian student who was 
given badly worn textbooks while 
other students received better-quality 
books.

One concludes that if an old 
male kelp crab loses a limb it 
will not be replaced during 
the remainder of its life.

Also frequenting the same 
general weedy areas but 
representing a different group 
of crabs is the so-called horse 
crab (Telmessus), 
yellow fellow detorated with 
many short, bristly hairs over 
the surface of the body and 
limds. The horse crab is an

crab in an area is indicated 
by piles of dismembered cast 
yellow shells on the shore. at 
the tide line.

association has come toe the con- 
clusion that even one Indian trustee 
on a large school board is useless in 
bringing significant change for’ In- 
dians. 

He said the association wants 
time to study how the education 
boundaries of a system can be 
devised to give Indian people more 
meaningful control over the educa- 
tion of their children. Until then, he 
said the association would prefer no 
change. At present, integration for 
Indian children means going off the 
reserve to a school in a white com- 
munity. 

But at ‘the Ermineskin School at 
Hobbema, this is being reversed— 
although the school staff say it is 
still too soon to evaluate the results. 


Seeking Relationship 


Rev. Joseph Regnier, an Oblate 
missionary who is principal of the 
school, said the school was ap- 
proached by a committee from a 
district separate school board to 
explore the possibility of some of 
their students attending the school. 

Father Regnier said Ermineskin 
has excellent facilities, which’ in 
some..ways are superior to those 
available in district schools—but he 
felt the white parents’ motive was to 
try to establish a meaningful rela- 
tionship between the races.

The. approach. came after am 
Edmonton television station broacast 
an interview--with several Indian 
students from Hobbema who. com- 
plained of discrimination and Said 
they no longer wanted to bée-caHed 
Indians because of the image white 
society has of, them. 


“IT would go into town afterward 
and people would say to me ‘Is that 
what you! really think? Is that how 
you feel'?”” > Teresa Wildcat, a 
member of Ermineskin School 
advisory committee, said. 

Since last September, Ermine- 
skin’s kindergarten has been inte- 
grated with white pupils from nearby 
Wetaskiwin. White students are also 
coming for Grade ;7 shop classes but 
because of the lateness of the 
decision, it was not possible to devise 
a schedule to have them join Indian 
students. Officials hope’ to work out a 
new schedule to mix them with 
Indian students. 


‘Little Chance to Mix’ 


“The white pupils feel short- 
changed because they don’t have a 
chancé ~~ to mix enough,” “Father 
Regnier said. 

The kindergarten integration is 
beginning to smooth out despite a 
wary start and a little tension. 

Edgar Wolf, the white vice 
principal, said the first reaction was 
for Indian pupils to avoid the white 
children who were more open, more 
exuberant and outgoing. 

“They do have~some-prejudices— 
on both sides,”’ he said. 

He said one approach was to get 
the children involved in school 
sports. 

“Unless they'll play together, they 
bloody well won't Work together,” 
Mr. Wolf said. | 

“I think the more they get 
involved, the better they will react. I 
think at the kindergarten. level this 
(discrimination) will break down but 
you can’t break it down unless the 
parents support that. 

“I feel that the (white) parents 
here are willing to have this tendency 
broken down but I think there might 
be still a barrier in their minds. 
They may be able to accept the 
parents of an Indian at school but 
they haven't yet accepted the 
drunken Indian.”” é 

Mr. Wolf said the, children of 
white teachers at the school .seemed 
to mix better and-more easily than 
white children from Wetaskiwin. 

“There are lots of good Indians on 
the reserve and we see and talk 
about them. The kids here become 
aware that there are good Indians 
and bad Indians. 

“They also come to realize that 
there are white drunks and Indian 
drunks whereas I’m not sure that the 
Wetaskiwin kids make that distinc- 
tion:’’

Panelists including city solicitor T. P. O’Grady, 
Ted Pollard, Donald Farquhar and Allan Patterson. 
Lloyd McKenzie, QC, was moderator. 


Of several dozen questions asked, a considerable 
number related to marriage and divorce. 


Farquhar commended women, who, because 
they can’t afford lawyer’s fees, get a divorce without 


legal ald. 


He pointed out, however, those kinds of divorces 
are limited to cases of desertion for at least five years 
or separation for at least three. 


“I think society would be mistaken if it thought 
they could get a divorce by filling out a form.” 


He said lawyers would have to be hired in cases 
where, for example, adultery or custody of children 


was involved. 


Pricing Selves Out of Market 


Pollard suggested since new 
legislation has made it easier 
to obtain a divorce, lawyers

McKenzie speculated on 
divorees of the future: 

“In this permissive age 
there’s a tendency to take 
divorce more lightly than in 
the past. 

“The divorce of the future 
could become like marriage.

will be guaranteed one phone 


call during the first 12 hours 
of his -arrest. 

He termed the amount of 
time “not unreasonable” be- 
cause —if a suspect was 
allowed to phone too soon he 
might use the call as a means 
of tipping off a partner that 
“the heat was on,” before 
police could catch him. 

Another questioner asked 
whether lawyers or courts 
can put a monetary value on 
pain suffeered by a claimant 
for purposes of collecting 
from an insurance company. 

McKenzie replied the value 
of pain is ‘purely arbitrary.” 

“All that a lawyer can do is 
guess what a judge will think 
it is worth.”’

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Gov't Cost Formula 
For Public Health 


‘Impossible —Curtis 


Local government leaders. reacted sharply 
Wednesday. to a. disclosure that cost-sharing for 
regionalized public health services will be on the 
basis of the province paying two-thirds and the region 


one-third. 


“Tt is to say the least impossible,” ‘Capital Re- 
gional District board chairman, Saanich Mayor Hugh 
Curtis, told board directors: 


The board received a copy 
of a letter from Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark «to 
Mrs. Rubymay Parrott, 
chairman of the. Greater 
Victoria. Metropolitan *. Board 
of Health. 

He said he has. instructed 
his officials to proceéd to set 
up. necessary administrative 
machinery to transfer health 
board responsiblities to the 
Capital Regional District as 
soon as this can be accom- 
plished. 

“The costs of operating 
public health services within 
the Capital Regional District 
will for the time being be 
shared by the province and 
the regional district on the 
basis of two-thirds: one-third 
sharing.”’ 

ALTERNATIVES 


Loffmark said two alterna- 
tives are open to the regional 
district to .the problem of 
staff. shortages, . especially 
public health inspectors: 

1. The district raise the 
necessary money by a tax 
levy and apply it to salaries 
to employ staff on a non- 
shareable “basis; 

2. The provincial. govern- 
ment will confer power on 
regional district’ by’ amend- 
ment to letters patent to 
charge fees for services in- 
cluding tests and inspections. 

This aspect was covered in 
a government health bill 
suddenly withdrawn. in. the 
legislature Tuesday ‘night- 

Regional. district executive 
director William Long ex- 
plained that. Victoria,: Oak 
Bay and Esquimalt .. are 
paying $2.60 per cdpita ‘while 
all.other areas are paying 30 
cents per capita. 

In 1968, almost 80. per cent 
of local public health costs 
were paid by the province and 
in 1969, because of unfilled 
staff positions, this was 76 per 
cent, « 

On, this basis, the regional 
district had recommended 
that the cost sharing. be split 
80-20 with the province pick- 
ing up. the larger amount: 

Loffmark, however, has put 
forward the figure of two 
thirds; one third but did say a

Only a’ handful of BUC.

WASHINGTON Every liberation movement produces 
an equal. and opposite liberation movement. Thus, the first 
organizational meetings of men’s liberation are now being 
held acpéss the country. 

Here, for example, seven male militants who are fed up 
with female chauvinism and department-store credit cards 
met secretly in Georgetown the other night and adopted a 
radical program aimed at snapping the chains in which 
women have traditionally bound the American man 

Surprising unanimity was found on most major issues. As 
a’slogam, the cry,of “power to te man people!’ was adopted 
by the Georgetown chapter without a dissenting vote until 
somebody pointed out that it would be disgraceful in»this day 
and age not to have some dissent. 

The liveliest: debate of the evening centered upon a 
resolution condemning the female establishment for regard- 
img men as sex symbols. Five of the members protested the 
resolution and, instead, forced adoption of a substitute 
condemning the female power structure for regarding men as 
dollar signs. 

It was decided not to dynamite the Bethesda-Chevy Chase 
Bridge: Club or the Armory Flower Show until non-violent 
tactics had been tried and proved unsuccessful. This normally 
requires six months, according to-a recent study of American 
protest,

In the ‘meantime, the group decided, it will adopt a 
program, af harassment aimed at bringing the plight of the 
‘Americarfé man to.a public which is presumed to be bored 
with plights because of the vast number of plights being 
hrought to-its attention every day 

As part of this program, members voted to send poison- 
pen letters.to Liberace, and to picket.a: number. of celebrated 
TV situation, comedies, such as the reruns of “I Leve Lucy,” 
on the ground that depicting the American’man-as an 
imbécile for purposes’ of mass entertainment is insulting to 
the stromger sex. 

“T Jook at the TV screen and the ads, and there is this 
person who is half-witted or a cowboy, and that’s what's 
ealled a man,”’ saidone of the Georgetown seven 

“To be a man in this white feminist society,” said 
another, “is to be nothing. Even the woman at home doing 
the laundry while ‘watching ‘Dark Shadows’ doesn't want to 
he ‘a man sleeping’ off his “lunch at the office at 4 p.m. 
because she realizes that except for a hangover, he’s got 
nothing, after she’ gets through paying the bills." 

All members of the Georgetown chapter agreed that they 
resented eutmoded courting patterns which require them to 
pick up the dinner check or buy the movie tickets when they 
spend ‘an evening with a female. : 

Alarmed by reports that feminine sexists are studying 
karate, javelin throwing and Greco-Roman wrestling, for 
reasons that are still somewhat mysterious;-men's liberation 
of Georgetown called upon men everywhere to go to the gym 
three times a week, eat plenty of energy-building foods and 
learn to: box, in the French style, using the feet. 


* * * 
Realistic ‘radical men militants fearful of sexists 
feminine chauvinism's exploitation complain that most 


American men are too sexistically downtrodden to strike out 
against their exploiters. This is one of the reasons, they say, 
why women’s liberation was able to make off with all the 
most unintelligible jargon, leaving the men with nothing but 
warmed-over cliches to stir the masculine blood. 

“What do the men want?" many women ask in 
bewilderment..‘‘What in the worJd do they want?” 

“What do I want?” replies a typical member of men's 
lib, “I want a society in which I have as much leisure time 
as a Woman in which 1 get a, chance ‘to 
spend some time with the children. 

“T want a world in” which, if my Wife hears a~notse 
downstairs at:3 a.m. and thinks it might be a burglar, she 
does not wake me up to go down and see. I want a society in 
which, when I try to pay for a new pair of socks with a credit 
@ard, the sales clerk does not refuse to accept it because it’ 
bears only my wife's signature.

Some 
confess to being cowed by their oppressors’ new militancy

OTTAWA*(CP) — A study of 


|federal cabinets since Confeder- 


ation has shown that—by to- 
day’s standards—the portfolios 
traditionally assigned to 
French-speaking Canadians 
were relatively minor, but Pro- 
fessor FW. Gibson says this 
did not reflect deliberate dis- 
crimination, 

Professor Gibson, vice-princi- 
pal of Queen’s University, 
Kingston, Ont., says that what 
does emérge- from his study is 
that there were “settled prac- 
tices with regard to the alloca- 
tion of certain portfolios, and it 
seems equally clear that such 
practices went largely unchal- 
jenged until quite recently.” 

The study, carried out for the 
royal commission on bilingual- 
ism and biculturalism, was re- 
leased Wednesday. 

’ It contains a study, by various 
Canadian scholars, of seven dif- 
ferent ministries since Confed- 
eration, along with detailed con- 
clusions by Professor Gibson 

While the study shows that, 
based on present standards, the 
portfolios assigned to French- 
speaking Canadians were rela- 
tively less important than those 
assigned to .English-speaking 
Canadians, Professor Gibson

Basic Requirements Important — 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

The longer we grow plants the more apparent become a 
few basic truths. We gradually realize that environment and 
association with other plants have a bearing on the results we 
obtain. One thing we should always ‘ 4 
_remember.is that our cultivated plants at 
one time grew as a wild plant species in 
some part of the-world. 

Many local wild plants, such as the 
native dogwood, the flowering red current, 
salal and the Oregon-grape, are rated 
highly as garden plants in coastal area’ of 
the U.S., England and other maritime 
countries. 

That some gardeners report difficulty in 
growing these plants seems impossible to 
British Columbians, but when we read of 
the kind of soli in which they have been planted, and the 
location chosen for placing them, it is immediately apparent 
that the environment was unsuited to the plants. 

If it were possible for a gardener to know the exact 
conditions under which plants grew in the'wild, success would 
be easier. Although such information is not readily available,

our general knowledge of conditions in wild areas can be 
used. 

The first thing we realize is that plants grow wild in 
mixed communities, each contributing something that is 
needed by the others. One main contribution is shade over the 
soil area in which roots are growing. 

In the home garden we set plants where they will be 
most readily seen, or have a striking effect. This often means 
as an isolated specimen surrounded by bare, carefully and 
frequently cultivated soil, a condition the plants never 
experienced in nature., 

We then are worried at their slowness in becoming 
established, do more cultivating, add fertilizers, and in 
general do a lot of fussing that may result in more harm 
than good. 

The same plants set among other plants, or provided with 
shade of other plants over their root area and the protection 
of other plants during the time it takes to become established 
ih their new home, will usually make amazing progress 
without any fussing at all. = 

Plants will adapt to a wide range of environments if the 
basic requirements are provided. 

We could spend. some of our. leisure time in the garden 
thinking how we may put this fact to work for us when we 
plant our purchased shrubs and trees. \

The. ‘need for a versatile 
centre -for the adult, handi- 
capped which would fit into a 
housing project proposed near 
the Saanich ‘municipal hall 
was outlined Thursday night 
by Ald. Edith Gunning, 

Speaking at the annual 
meeting of the G. R. Pearkes 
Clinie, for Handi¢apped Chil- 
dren, 'Mrs: Gunning said a 
major gap in community 
resources for the handicapped 
is lack of facilities for young 
people when they are ready to 
leave the clinic. 

She quoted a letter from a 
handicapped girl in her 20s 
who wrote: ‘‘When the clinic 
doors close behind us, what 
foors. open for those of us 
who are mentally- alert, but 
physically handicapped? 

“None, save the doors of 
our homes where we must go 
to yvepetate. 

“Young intelligent men,and 
women in our twenties and 
thirties, wasted, condemned 
to live the life of the-aged. 

“Not only are we wasted, 
but the potential benefits of 
the thousands of dollars and 
years of educat i on and 
therapy which were’ provided 
us cannot be fully realized.” 

The girl wrote that many 
like her want to contribute to 
society rather than sit home 
collecting disability pensions 
but they need a place to train 
themselves to usefullness. 

A centre which could com- 
bine recreation, workshops 
education and health services 
would pay dividends; said 
Mrs. Gunning. ~ 

It would fit the handicapped 
to earn their living and in 
many cases they could @mrich 
society by their own special 
contribution. 

Estimated cost of such .a 
centre $525,000 and_ if 
legacy funds are not available 
the community would need to 
provide a good part of the 
money 

The proposal has many of 
the attributes which made the 
Pearkes Clinic a suecess, she 
said. .

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Heat's On for Great Lakes 


By KEN KELLY 

OTTAWA (CP) — Heat 
pollution of the Great Lakes 
will soar in the next 30 years, 
sharply spurred by new 
nuclear and other electric 
generating plants, says @ 
study made public today by 
the federal gévernment. 

The study estimates that 
man-made heat discharge will 
be 11 times greater than at 
present. 

Besides electric generating 
stations, mainly nuclear 
powered, the study identifies 
other major sources as iron 
and steel plants and muni- 
cipal sewage discharge 
systems. 

It notes that if current 
trends continue. to the “year 
2000, - electric energy will 
account. for between 36 and 48 
per cent of total energy 
consumed in the lakes region. 
It now is between 15 and 20 
per cent. 

The report by special con- 
sultants has prompted the 
federal government to com- 
mission special studies of the 


“environmental implications of 


the heat pollution rise. 
FACED WITH CHALLENGE 


Enérgy Minister J. J. 
Greene simultantously re- 
leased a statement saying the 
findings challenge “Canada to 
develop techniques for using 
waste heat from power and 
industrial plants and = muni- 
cipal waste treatment facili- 
ties; 

The. study was done for the 
government by H. G. Acres 
Lid., a Canadian consulting 
group commissioned to assess 
the magnitude of projected 
heat—pollution_and_ determine 
whether further research is 
needed into its-—possible 
effects. 

The study says there are 
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potential problems that re- 
quire research to ensure that 
serious temperature and eco- 
logicical effects are avoided. 
* The temperature rise for all 
of Lake Ontario might be no 


more than one degree fahren- 
heit if tompletly diffused. 

But localized temperature 
inereases, in surface layers 
would’-regult ‘in’ a rise of 
several degrees.

Local government leaders reacted sharply 
Wednesday to 4 disclosure’ that cost-sharing for 
regionalized public health services’ will be on the 
basis of the province paying two-thirds and the region 


one-third. 


“Tt_is to say the elast impossible,” Capital Re- 
gional District board chairman, Saanich Mayor Hugh 


The board received a copy 
of a letter from Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark to 
Mrs. Rubymay Parrott, 
chairman of —the Greater 
Victoria Metropolitan . Board 
of Health. 

He said he has instructed 
his officials to proceed to set 
up necessary administrative 
machinery to transfer health 
board responsiblities to the 
Capital Regional District as 
soon. as this can be accom- 
plished. : 

“The costs of © operating 
public health services within 


_the Capital Regional District 


will .for the .time being be 
shared. by the province and 
the. regional district on the 
basis, of. two-thirds: one-third 
sharing: 

ALTERNATIVES 


Loffmark said two alterna- 
tives are open to the regional 
district. to the problem of 
staff shortages,; especially 
public health inspectors: 

1. The district raise the 
necessary mohey -by a tax 
levy and applied to ‘salaries to 
employ staff on. a non-share- 
able basis; 

2.. The provincial. govern- 
ment will confer power on 
regional . district by: amend- 
ment to letters: patent to 
charge fees for -services jin- 
cluding tests and inspections. 

This. aspect was coyered in 
a government health. bill 
suddenly withdrawn in. the 
legislature Tuesday night. 

Regional . district. executive 
director William Long ex- 
plained. that Victoria,. Oak 
Bay and Esquimalt — are 
paying $2.60 per capita, while 
all other aréas are paying 30 
cents per capita.. 

In 1968, almost 80 per cent 
of local public health costs 
were paid by the province and 
in 1969; because of unfilled 
staff positions, this was 76 per 
cent. 

On this basis, the regional 
district had recommended 
that the cost sharing be split 
80-20 with the prevince pick- 
ing up the larger amount. 

Loffmark,. however, has put 
forward the figure of two 
thirds; one third. but did say a 
meeting will be, called. at an 
early date’ to discuss this and 
other matters “in -greater 
detail. r ak 

Long said a two thirds: one 
third split is “not too much 
improvement” over the exist- 
ing system. It was not known 
whether school boards would 
be charged their . actual 
charge for health. services or 
if the region would pay one- 
third of the gross costs “and 
this is very significant.’’, 

Sdanich Ald. Edith Gunning 
called Loffmark’ 5 decision 
“dictatorial” and “said. there 
was no prior consultation. 
Even the letter was just a 
copy for the regional district,

Heat's On for Great Lakes

OTTAWA (CP) — Heat 
pollution of the Great Lakes 
will soar in the next 30 years, 
sharply ‘spurred by new 
nuclear.and other — eleetrie 
generating plants, says a 
study made public today by 
the federal government. 

The study estimates that 
man-made heat discharge will 
be 11 times greater than at 
present. 

Besides electric generating 
stations, “mainly nuclear 
powered, the study identifies 
other major sources as iron 
and steel plants and muni- 
cipal sewagé discharge 
systems. | 


It notes that if current 


trends continue to the year-. 


2000, electric energy will 
account for between 36 and 48 
per cent of- total energy 
consumed In the lakes region. 
It now is between 15 and 20 
per cent. 

The report by Special. con- 
sultants has prompted the 
federal government to com- 
mission special studies of the 
environmetital implications of 
the heat pollution rise. 
FACED WITH CHALLENGE 

Energy Minister J. J. 
Greene simultaneously re- 
leased a statement saying the 
findings challenge Canada to 
develop techniques for using 
waste heat from power and 
industrial plants and~muni- 
cipal waste treatment facili- 
ties. 

The study was done for the 
government by H. G. Acres’ 
Lid., a Canadian consulting 


group commissioned to assess 
the magnitude of projected 
heat pollution and determine 
whether further research is 
needed 
effects, _ 
The study says there’ are

H-Bomb Test 


Jolts Nevada

PAHUTE MESA, Nev. 
— A hydrogen bomb 
jolted the western United 
States with the force of 
a million tons of TNT 
today as scientists suc- 
cessfully triggered one of 
the largest underground 
tests in history. 

The thermonuclear de- 
vice was believed to be a 
warhead for a semiorbi- 
tal antimissile missile 
system. Its exact nature 
was classified. 


The earth bulged skyward 
15 feet and a dust cloud rose 
into the clear desert sky at 
ground zero. The explosion 
unleashed more than 50 times 
the force of the atomic bombs 
dropped on Japan during the 
Second World War. 

Some 4,000 feet below the 
top of this.remote mesa on 
the Nevada .test- site the 
hydrogen blast vaporized tons 
of volcanic rock. 4 700-foot 
diameter cavern, large 
enough to hold Hoover Dam, 
was carved beneath the 7,000- 
foot elevation plateau within a 
split second, 

In the Skyroom Lounge on 
the 24th floor of the downtown 
Las Vegas Mint Hotel, Ann 
Valder reported:

Dr. Rafael Kasse Acta told 
reporters the political prison- 
ers would leave for Mexico 
aboard an unspecified airline 
plane at the same time.” 

In Buenos Aires an Argen- 
tinian judge said today that 
one. of two terrorists de- 
manded as ransom for kid- 
napped Paraguayan consul 
Joaquin Waldemar Sanchez 
does not want to be released. 

A statement by federal 
Judge Jorge Luque quoted 
Carlos Dellanave, 20, who is 
being tried for possessién of 
explosives, unlawful .associa- 
tion and conspiracy for rehel- 
lion, as saying he wants to 
stand trial here.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
US. government analyst is 
compiling an unofficial report 
concluding what many men 
already believe—whatever 
ails them can, be blamed on 
women. 


‘I have tracked down 
reports, for instance, that 
schizophrenia, -paranoia, 
suicide, alcoholism, cancer, 
arthritis, sterility all result 
from female dominance of the 
family,” says Dr. Phon E. 
. Hudkins,.a labor department 
lawyer and economist in the 
manpower administration. 

The riame is real. 


“It can’t be,”’ said a labor 
department official, also un- 
officially. 


Hudkins, whose report is 


compiled mainly of - writings 
by well-known psychiatrists, 
lawyers, anthropologists, 
sociologists and other experts, 
is serious about, his .con- 
clusions. 

But the labor department 
isn’t about to touch the report 
with a 10-foot pole. 

“He ought to be fired,” 
shuddered another official— 
also unofficially—anticipating 
a flood of protests from 
feminists, 

“That’s one war you can't 
win,” he said. 

But Hudkifts goes right on 
with his documentation. that 
most of the ills of man are 
the fault of women. 


You can blame mental 
depression, dwarfism, crime, 
delinquency, homosexuality, 


diabetes, colds, heediicticn 
and cancer on too much 
female dominance, says Hud- 
kins, 36 and a bachelor. 

‘It doesn't mean that I 
don’t like women,” Hudkins 
said. 

He- added: 

“What disturbs me most is 
that some of the things we 
think of normally as diseases 
result from female 
dominance.”

OTTAWA. (CP) ~~. Heat 
pollution of the Great Lakes 
will soar in the next 30 years, 
sharply spurred by new 
nuclear and other electric 
generating plants, says a 
study made public today by 
the federal government. 

The study estimates that 
man-made heat discharge will 
be 11 times greater than at 
present. 


Besides electric generating 
stations, mainly nuclear 
powered,’ the study identifies

It notes that if current 


tretids continue to the year 
2000, electric energy -will 
account for between 36 and 48 
per cent of total energy 
consumed. in the_lakes region.

— A hydrogen bomb 
jolted the western United 
States with the force of 
a million tons of TNT 
today as scientists suc- 


_ cessfully triggered one of 


the largest underground 
tests_in_history. 

The thermonuclear de- 
vice was believed to be a 
warhead for a semiorbi- 
tal antimissile missile 
system. Its exact nature 
was classified. 


—The—earth bulged skyward — 


15 feet and a dust cloud rose 
intethe—clear desert sky —at 
ground zero. The explosion 
unleashed more than 50 times 
the force of the atomic bombs 
dropped on Japan during the 
Second World War. 


Some 4,000, feet. below the 
top of -this remote mesa on 
the Nevada test site the 
hydrogen blast vaporized tons 
of voleanic rock. A 700-foot 
diameter “cavern, large 
enough to hold Hoover Dam, 
was carved beneath the 7,000- 
foot elevation plateau within a 
split second. 


In the Skyroom Lounge on 
the 24th floor of the downtown 
Las Vegas Mint Hotel, Ann

MONTREAL (CP) Mont- 
real's— main~’ post —office- was 
under heavy police guard late 
Wednesday and early today 
as a 200-truck blockade was 
removed from around the 
huge downtown building. 

Meanwhile, the federal 
cabinet was expected today to 
study a report by Montreal 
lawyer H. Carl Goldenberg 
into the postal dispute that 
has been marked by vandal- 
ism and work stoppages since 
Feb. 3, ' 

Mr. Goldenberg handed .in 
his report ‘just’ fours after 
police and firemen were 
called in. Postal-truck drivers 
had ringed- the ‘downtown 
building- with their trucks, 
blocking exits and disrupting 
traffic. 

Tires__on._about 50 of the 
trucks had been slashed and 
firemen were summoned to 
hose down streets “in the area 
after gas tanks of some 
trucks were punctured.
